VISITORS TO GEORGIA 


Many Papers Read and Discussed,

' Iiberations. 

President Brown, at the conclusion of 
the prayer, introduced to the league Hon. 
Joseph M. Terrell, governor of Georgia, 
saying that by that distinguished Geor- 
gian the delegates from without the state 
would be made most welcome to the good 
old commonwealth, which had always had 
a forefront in every movement, since the 
days of the revolution, in which the na- 
tion had been benefited. Referrin gto 
the fact that it was Governor Terrell, 


/ who, as chief executive, made Georgia 
| the first state in the union to officially 
‘recognize the American Anti-Tuberculo- 
sis League, President Brown resumed his 
chair. 

Governor Terrell was at his best and 
in a few well turned sentences, briefly

Asserting that the negro pre- 
vious to the war between the states was 
never known to have consumption, he 


presented statistics showing the great 
|death rate among that race by con- 
‘sumption at thig age. The increase in 
| the disease, he asserted, was due to the 
|! want of sanitation and the mode of liv- 
‘ing among the negroes. In his paper 
Dr. Harris used the words consumption 
and tuberculosis as synonyms, and when 
discussion came upon his paper, after it 
had been read Dr. J. R. Briggs, of Texas, 
made the point that tuberculosis was not 
necessarily consumption, neither was 
eénsumption tuberculosis. This led to a 
spirited debate of a few minutes, dur- 
ing which it was apparent that there 
was a decided difference opinion as to 
whether the terms were synonymous or 
not, 

But the entire assembly was practi- 
| cally of the same opinion after the dis- 
case had reached a contagious stage.
